From  its  very  inception  over  forty  years  ago,  it  has  been  the  leader  in  pro¬ 
gressive  postal  thoughts  and  action.  A  great  majority  of  the  ideas  and  principles 
advanced  in  its  early  days  are  accomplished  facts  today.  The  National  Federation 
of  Post  Office  Clerks  has  been  successful  and  is  today  enjoying  a  position  of 
prominence  and  influence  far  beyond  the  dreams  of  our  pioneer  founders. 

In  strengthening  our  organization,  we  must  appeal  to  the  young  clerk  just 
entering  the  Service.

It  is  the  duty  of  the  new  clerk  to  study  into  past  conditions  and  when  he 
does,  he  finds  the  truth  and  it  compels  him  to  realize  that  he  owes  a  bounden 
duty  to  the  organization  that  has  made  the  fight  for  Improved  conditions  and  won 
them.  He  must  realize  that  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty  and  if  he  wants  to 
maintain  his  standard  and  improve  it,  he  must  join  the  Federation  and  help. 


Coming  into  the  Service,  he  first  looks  around  like  a  customer  at  the  bargain 
counter.  He  is  looking  for  something  cheap,  something  for  nothing.  The  allure¬ 
ments  are  strong.  If  he  falls  into  the  trap,  he  is  soon  disillusioned.  His  wisdom 
dictates  that  he  should  heed  the  old  adage,  “Beware  of  imitations.”  When  he  has 
looked  the  counter  over,  he  selects  the  National  Federation  of  Post  Office  Cleiks 
—just  as  more  than  90,000  other  satisfied  customers  have  done,  and  it  is  a  singu¬ 
lar  and  indisputable  fact  that  when  once  a  customer,  he  is  always  a  customer. 


We  hear  much  of  the  Federation  spirit.  What  is  it?  It  is  that  “something 
within  the  breast  of  each  and  every  member  that  spells  ideals,  zeal,  aggressiveness 
in  the  right  brotherhood,  and  a  sincere  purpose  to  do  their  right  part  in  bringing 
the  Postal  Service  up  to  a  standard  of  perfection.

Older’ Locals  report  a  steady  increase  in  membership.  Enthusiasm  is  increasing 
day  by  day  The  Auxiliary  is  spreading  its  influence  m  the  halls  of  Congiess. 
With  the  Federation  Spirit  and  with  the  cooperation  of  every  Federation  member 
they  are  bound  to  succeed  and  their  program  will  be  accomplished.  The  good 

work  will  go  on.

Astor  Column 


HISTORIC  ASTORIA,  OREGON 

Carrying  sea  letters  granted  by  President  George  Washington,  Captain  Robert 
Gray  sailed  into  the  Columbia  River  on  May  11,  1792,  and  named  the  great  river 
after  his  ship  the  “Columbia.”  President  Thomas  Jefferson  commissioned  Meri¬ 
wether  Lewis  and  William  Clark  to  explore  the  Northwest  country  in  1803.  They 
reached  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  November  11,  1805,  built  Fort  Clatsop  near 
Astoria  and  spent  the  winter  of  1805-1806  exploring  the  vicinity.  Following  these 
discoverers  and  explorers  came  the  fur  traders  of  the  Pacific  Fur  Company,  organ¬ 
ized  by  John  Jacob  Astor  of  New  York.  They  established  Astoria  in  1811.  During 
the  following  decades  Astoria  was  the  goal  of  traders,  explorers,  missionaries  and 
pioneer  settlers,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  Columbia  are  the  last  resting  places  of 
many  of  these  early  intrepid  adventurers. 

These  historical  events  were  important  factors  in  securing  American  possession 
of  the  old  Oregon  Territory  including  the  present  Pacific  Northwest  area.  These 
events  are  illustrated  in  the  pictorial  frieze  on  the  Astor  Column  located  on  Cox¬ 
comb  Hill  in  Astoria,  overlooking  a  magnificent  panorama  of  ocean,  mountain  and 
river  scenery.  The  Column  was  built  in  1926  by  Astor  descendants  and  the  Great 
Northern  Railway.  It  was  designed  by  Electus  Litchfield,  noted  New  York  architect 
and  decorated  by  the  Italian  artist,  A.  Pusterla.  The  Column  is  125  feet  high  and 
encloses  a  circular  stairway  of  166  steps. 

Astoria,  Oregon,  at  the  estuary  of  the  Columbia  River — second  largest  river 
in  North  America — is  historically  old  but  physically  new.  Settled  by  the  John 
Jacob  Astor  Fur  Trading  Party  in  1811,  it  was  destroyed  by  the  great  conflagration 
in  December,  1922.  Staggered  but  undaunted  by  its  loss,  its  inhabitants,  a  hardy 
people  like  its  founders,  immediately  rebuilt  a  modern  city  of  concrete  and  stone.

Each  year  the  Columbia  River  is  closed 
to  commercial  fishing  from  August 
25th  until  September  10th,  at  which 
time  sport  fishing  for  salmon  is  en¬ 
joyed  and  the  Annual  Salmon  Derby 
is  staged  for  one  week.  The  Commer¬ 
cial  Fishermen  offer  their  boats  for 
hire  and  act  as  guides  for  this  all- 
out  fishing  for  the  Royal  Chinook 
Salmon. 

1951  SALMON  DERBY  PRIZES 

Grand  Prize — $1000  in  cash  will  be 
awarded  to  the  person  catching  the 
heaviest  fish  of  the  five-day  derby. 

Daily  Prizes — 

1st  heaviest  fish . $100.00 

2nd  heaviest  fish . 50.00 

Boat  prize .  50.00 

Derby  Headquarters  —  During  the 
Derby  the  New  Mooring  Basin,  Foot 
of  36th  St.,  will  be  the  headquar¬ 
ters.  All  boats  are  hired  there, 
fishing  parties  can  be  made  up, 
and  the  boat  rates  will  be  reason¬ 
able  and  standardized. 

Tackle  Requirements  —  Fishermen 
must  use  rod  and  reel,  and  al¬ 
though  assistance  can  be  given  in 
gaffing  the  fish,  no  other  aid  will 
be  allowed.  All  fishermen  must 
comply  with  the  Oregon  or  Wash¬ 
ington  State  angling  laws.
